Our  newcomers, 
Veronica  Barrett,    Jo  Ellen  McCord,    Nancy  Sebring,    Jimmy  Shouss,    Norman  Snyder, 
Norman  Lamkin,    Phyllis  Hatton,    and  Patty  Venable,    doubled  our  losses,    who  were, 
Cecil  Durham,    Alice  Gilbert,    Marjorie  Hatton,    and  Loretta  Kelly. 

In  the  fifth  grade  we  had  to  be  separated  again,    some  of  us  stayed  in  Mrs.   Van  Meter's 
room  and  the  rest  went  to  Mrs.    Helen  Bobe's  room.
